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THE GRANDMOULIN AFPAIR. 


Our amu<ing contemporary, the “Egyptian 
Standard” is not happy in its attempts to 
answer Our accusation, viz, that it chansed 
M. Grandmoulin with the assassination of a 
boy. To begin with, its statement that we 
have merely taken one or two words from their 
context and used them ‘asa basis for our 
criticism, is incorrect. We took not one or two 
words—but twoor three sentences from an 
article which appeared on March 18, and this 
article hasnot been explained away by our 
contemporary nor can it be explained away. 
It is idle ty pretend that the phrase guilty as 
he is of assassination could have “slipped 
from the pen” of an over ready writer. 
No man iu his senses—and we presume ‘that 
Mustapha Pasha Kamel and his editurs ave in 
the possession thereof—codld sit down and 
dash off whatever came into his head concern- 
ing an iucident of this sort, for, to quote our 
contemporary “Le Journal du Caire,” “si les 
paroles volent les dommages-intéréts restent’,’ 
and any jo ist worthy of the name reads 
his prvofs.
